any 


known food or medicine or combination thereof is 
tonic, strengthening- or building in effect on the ner- 
vous system more than on any other part of the 
body. 
t 
It is true that individuals and families vary great- 


ly in their reaction to trouble and emotion. It is 
true that children learn from the parents and eld- 
ers, all the little tricks of hysterical 
misbehavior 


which the elders have, even tho the elders imagine 
they are concealing their defects from the children. 
Thus children learn to fear thunder or the dark or 
dogs or snakes, or whatever mother or aunt or other 
senior associate fears. 
Some people ascribe this to 


"inheritance," whereas-it is purely acquired. If 
mother or nurse or big sister or any other older 
person for whom the child has respect is "nervous" 
about these things, the child is likely to, be "ner- 
vous" too.
